WOULD GUARD DOCTRINE 


Reservations Intended to 


A v o i d Accusation in 
Event of Defensive War

Washington—When is a reserva- 


tion not a reservation—this is the 
question which members of the sen- 
ate and the department of state are 
wrestling with at present In con- 
nection with the pending anti-war 
treaty. 


Upon the answer to it depends the 


breaking down of the opposition from 
a small group of senators who feel 
that some qualifications should be 
made to American ratification. The 
first plan, namely that the senate 
foreign relations committee should 
make a report interpreting the trea- 
ty and that this report should be for- 
warded to the other powers along 
with the ratification 
has not met 


wih the approval of Secretary Kel- 
logg. It would amount to a reserva- 
tion to the treaty itself and he thinks 
America should ratify the pact with- 
out qualification. 


So far as the senate is concerned, 


it is anxious nevertheless to place 
on record the interpretation of Amer- 
ican rights so that there can be no 
doubt about the position of the Unit- 
ed States in any contingency. Great 
Britain made her reservations in the 
form of a diplomatic note to the 
United States which is a part of the 
correspondence "which preceded^ the 
actual signing jpf the- treaty. Various 
senators- feel "that since Great Bri-: 
tain defined her sphere of interest 
and indicated that an attack on those 
interests would be regarded' as Justi- 
fying defensive war, so the United 
States should construe an attack on 
the Monroe Doctrine as releasing 
America from the' obligations of the 
anti-war treaty. 
, 


MAY CI^ABIFT PACT 


There is some discussion of a docu- 


ment which would interpret the trea- 
ty, namely a letter from the Senate 
Foreign Relations committee to the 
secretary of state, or vice versa, 
which would be made public simul- 
taneously with the ratification of 
the treaty, but which would be no 
more a part of the treaty itself than 
the British diplomatic notes. 


The whole value of the Interpreta- 


tion is that the world should accept 
the American viewpoint in the event 
that defensive war becomes necessary 


r and that the _ accusation of treaty 


violation should noVbe made. 
Mr. 


Kellogg has held that no matter 
what the diplomatic correspondence 
might say, moral forces of the world 
would look askance at the beginning 
of any war after it had been de- 
nounced as "an instrument of na- 
tional policy." 


The opposition to the treaty Is 


not very considerable, but the ques- 
tion of how to give the effect of re- 
servations without necessarily 'at- 
taching them to the instrument of 
ratification 
is a perplexing 
one. 


Some public declaration 
defining 


American interests is likely to be 
made so that the world will fully un- 
dertsand the scope of American po- 
licy, but beyond such declaration the 
adminstration feels that the treaty 
speaks for itself and that if another 
nation attacks the United States or 
its interests, there is a release from 
the anti-war provision. 


'Hex' Doctor 
Is Guilty In 
Murder Case 


York, Pa.—UP)—John H. Blymyer, 


"pow-wow" doctor faced life impri- 
sonment Thursday and the first of 
a series of "witchcraft" murder trials 
was at an end. 


The Jury which has sat in Judg- 


ment during the three days of the 
trial returned Its verdict Wednesday 
night. It found Blymyer guilty of 
murder In the first degree and by a 
so doing held that an obsession of 
being bewitched did not justify 
the 


slaying of Nelson D. Kehmeyer, re- 
cluse farmer "to break a spell." The 
verdict carried with it the sentence 
of life imprisonment. 


Two youths, Wilbert G. Hess and 


John Curry, charged 
with having- 


aided Blymyer in beating Rehmeyer 
to death on the night of Nov. 22, 
•when he resisted their attempts to 
obtain a lock of hair, were in Jail 
Thursday awaiting trial. The trio 
wanted the lock orhair, it was testi- 
fied to bury deep In the ground so 
that a spell over the Hess family 
would be broken. Rehmeyer himself 
was a "hex" doctor. 


The Jury reached Its verdict in one 


hour and thirty minutes. 


The jurors ignored the plea of the 


defense that Blymyer was insane. 
Blymyer's counsel had presented 
evidence In an effort to show that 
the reputed witch doctor

Neither has 


told what it was about, but the infer- 
ence is that Mr. Mellon has been in- 
vited to "remain in the cabinet of the 
new administration. Probably, as some 
newspapers have intimated, they dis- 
cussed the European project to liqui- 
date German reparations, together 
with war debts owed the United 
States. 
They would naturally talk 


about policies of government, and not 
,the weather \>r pink teas. 
'- The assumption that Mr. Mellon has 
been invited to continue as secretary 
of the treasury and has consented is 
doubtless correct. 
There have been 


rumors to this effect ever since the 
election^ and it goes without saying 
that Mr. Hoover appraises Mr. Mel- 
Ion's exceptional qualifications for this 
post at their true worth. He has been 
one of the pillars of the Coolidge ad- 
ministration and his conduct of the 
treasury department ranks with the 
greatest in our history. Every nation 
at the end of the war was confronted 
ijiath real problems of financing. That 
jrrfgthe United States was none^ the less 
i|&l because of its great wealth and 
-|)0sperity., It required genius to so 
f manage its fiscal affairs and determine 
•git& policies, both foreign and domestic, 
"^S to liquidate our enormous indebted- 
ness in an orderly manner and main- 
tain public confidence by examples of

..Criticisms of Mr. Mellon are both 
trivial and ignorant. Mr. Hoover will 
not. only be displaying sound judg- 
ment by inviting Mr. Mellon to re- 
main in the cabinet, but he will be for- 
tunate if Mr. Mellon consents to add 
another four years to his long ser\ice 
and his heavy responsibilities. 


Although the secretary of state is 


nominally the first member of the cab- 
inet, the treasury portfolio has come 
in recent years to be of almost equal 
importance.

A recapitulation of Mr. Hoover's 


trip to South America shows that it 
produced all that its most optimis- 
tic supporters predicted.

has 


brought about a totally new concep- 
tion of the United States by South 
American republics and a more en- 
lightened estimate of them by our- 
selves. The trip was a. triumphal march 
from beginning1 to end. It has been of 
the greatest value to both continents. 


Before Mr. Hoover journeyed South 


he was regarded below the gulf as the 
hardest of hard-boiled economists. The 
view was also held that he was unin- 
telligent economically. On top of this 
was the widespread 
belief that the, 


United States had only one ^purpose, to 
serve in South America, which was to 
exploit it both politically and commer- 
cially for the enhancement of its 
wealth and" power. 


Mr. Hoover has completely washed 


out this misconception among the rul- 
ers and responsible men of South 
America. He has convinced them that 
it is the desire of this country to have 
all other countries prosper and to aid 
in their development and prosperity. 
He has satisfied them that his econom- 
ic philosophy is worldwide and of his 
belief in the doctrine that no good can 
come from the notion that one nation 
is out to destroy another, or to take 
advantage of it—particularly the Unit- 
ed States. The president-elect has pla- 
cated to a large degree the prejudices 
in Brazil and Argentine against our 
tariff system and our political policies. 
He has dropped the seeds of a philos- 
ophy throughout South America that 
invites cooperation, good will and 
closer relations. He has made obvi- 
ous the fact that the United States can 
serve the interests of South American 
nations, as well as be served by them. 


In other "words, he has softened the 


feelings between the two continents 
and brought them nearer a realization 
of all what they have in common than 
ever-before.

NAVIGATING UNDER DIFFICULTIES! 


WHO IS INTELLIGENT? 


The Pennsylvania Education Asso- 


ciation at a recent convention urged 
legislation "limiting the voting privi- 
lege to those who can exercise it in- 
telligently." 


The assembled teachers pointed out 


that when the functions of government 
were simple, little education was re- 
quired to exercise the duties of citizen- 
ship. Now, however, government is 
complex, and only an intelligent clec- 
torate'can handle it properly. Hence 
the need for restriction. 


Unfortunately, however, there 
are 


objections to their plan. How would 
we put such restriction into effect? Is 
there any evidence that the highly- 
educated man really votes more inte'l- 
hgently than the man who never fin- 
ished high school?

It fits the 


barbaric, the Spanish 
type of room 


better than any other. A brilliant col- 
or such as red is 
most 
effectively 


used in small quantities as interest- 
ing accents in a cool gray or neutral 
toned room. Small red figures in a 
damsak curtain, a bowl or vase of 


crimson pottery—a quilted cushion of 
satin, are sufficiently to awaken a 
too sober 
room 
into stimulating 
beauty. 


Yellow is another warm color. Its '- 


use lightens up the room in which it " 
is used and light 
shining through 


yellow curtains gives the pleasing ef- 
fect of sunlight in a room with few 
windows, or in a dull room with a 
northern exposure. 
However, care 


should be taken to avoid giving the ' 
appearance of garisbness or flery 
warmth. 


Blue is cool. It is the color of the 


sea and the sky. It is appropriately 
used in rooms having southern ex- 
postures. 
Too much 
blue !s to be 


avoided, however, or the effect will 
be depressing. In a bedroom, for ex- ' 
ample, where 
draperies, bedspread 


and dresser scarf are of blue, it is 
well to choose 
a neutral cream or 


gray for the side walls with wood- ' 
work of ivory or white. Then if black

She 
starts her birds off on their day's 
work at five o'clock in the morning 
and keeps, them .busy till dark.

"Tax relief la being given serious 


consideration In a number of states, 
as the annual taxation of cut-over 
lands is deterimehtal to the spread 
of private forest management. Not- 
able among the forest tax laws was 
that passed last year by Wisconsin 
This was the first state to recognize 
the principal ,of financial assistance 
to tWe local taxing unit during the 
period of exemption or until returns 
from a yield tax begins to come In. 
A tax on cut-over land of 10 cents 
an acre is to be matched by a like 
payment from the state, the latter 
.eventually compensated through a 
yield tax of 10 per cent of the value 
of the forest products when har- 
vested. 


"Legislation was enacted in sev- 


eral states looking to enlarged pub- 
lic ownership, and administration. In 
New York, the legislature created a 
temporary commission to 
Investi- 


gate the subject of 
refbrestfation 


generally, to gather data on lands 
not suitable for agriculture which 
might be used for forests, and to re- 
port on the best means of promoting 
and financing the work. 


'Wisconsin 
changed its single- 


headed conservation commission to

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Governor Kohler Urges Change In State Income Tax Law 


TAXES MUST BE 
REDUCED. NOT 
JUSTSHIFTED 


Can't Reduce Income Unless 


State Puts Damper 


on Expenses 


Madison—Following- is the text of 


Governor Kohler's first message to 
the Wisconsin legislature: 


In compliance with the mandate of 


the Constitution, I present to you 
my opinion of the needs of the state. 


I appear here In a sympathetic 


spirit with the desire to work In har- 
monious relation and co-operation 
with the members of the legislature 
In a sincere effect to be of service 
to the people of Wisconsin. 


There should be tho fullest co-op- 


eration between the legislative and 
executive departments. 


The door ,of the governor's office 


will always be open to members of 
the legislature and to all who are In- 
terested In good government. ' 


My recommendations are offered 


in a constructive spirit and are In- 
tended to simplify and expedite op- 
erations for an efficient and econom- 
ical administration. 


CONCERNED WITH FUTURE 
Any reference to the past should 


be Interpreted as 
historical back- 


ground and not considered as un- 
friendly criticism, for* we are con- 
cerned only with the future of Wis- 
consin and the possibilities of help 
'to all the citizenry. 


The state has Its existence primar- 


ily for purposes of establishing jus- 
tice, promotipg the general welfare, 
and serving as the agent of the peo- 
ple for various economic, educatlon- 
jalfl and humanitarian ends. In car- 
rying out these purposes, the state, 
while It Is not primarily a business 
institution, employs many people, 
collects and disburses large sums of 
money, and conducts'the largest bus- 
iness within our borders. 


If the state as a business organiz- 


ation is badly and wastefully man- 
aged, it is unlikely to accomplish sat- 
isfactorily any of Its other purposes. 
It, on the other hand, it is well and 
efficiently administered, the people 
•will get the things they are paying 
for; protection, education, conserva- 
tion, and all the rest, which the peo- 
ple are entitled to expec* of us, do 
expect, and must receive. 


Numerous tasks confront us. Most 


Important, In my view, are the du- 
ties of reorganizing the state's busi- 
ness so as to produce greatest effi- 
ciency at least cost; of establishing 
a budget system; of making our tax 
laws more equitable and satisfactory 
while providing the needed revenue; 
of conserving our natural and our 
human resources; and of fostering 
sa far as Is in our power, the up- 
building of all parts of Wisconsin 
through the encouragement of agri- 
culture, industry, employment, and 
whatever contributes to the people's 
well-being. 


CONSOLIDATION OP BOARDS 


There la every evidence that 


the growth of the state, Involv- 
ing an increasing amount of de- 
tail and expenditure of money 
annually, can best be served by 
» simplification of organization 
with more authority concentrat- 
ed fat fewer hands. 
Fonrt«en 


states, Inchiding the State -of 
New York, daring the last fifteen 
years have recognized and met 
this problem of wasteful dnplica. 
tton of effort by the consolida- 
tion of departments, boards, and 


• commissions. 
The existing system may have 


worked well twenty years ago but 
It Is not satisfactory today. 
With 


higher taxes, large budgets and de- 
flclts under the present plan, we 
must meet the new conditions and 
modernize the state administrative 
methods. 


The state of Wisconsin is a large 


business corporation rendering Its 
citizens services that read? into ev- 
ery walk and activity of life. This 
organization Is spending 149.000.000 
a year. This amount represents an 
increase of approximately 180 per 
cent In the last decade. It Is. there, 
tore, highly essential that' the state 
be organized to furnish maximum of 
service and supplies for every dol- 
lar spent 


At recent hearings of the Board 


of Public Affairs, many departments 
•PPeared, requesting appropriations 
for many activities. There was no 
comprehensive and correlated plan 
for such fields, as education, agri- 
culture, commerce, labor, or finance. 
As many as ten different groups urg- 
ed budget requests for related pur- 
poses. With so many diverse bodies 
making requests for parallel activ- 
ities, ft Is Impossible to have a bal- 
anced program. Independent boards 
•nd commissions are bound to con- 
sider themselves as separate enter- 


plying civil service throughout, ex 
ceptlng only the heads of depart 
menu. Thin provision In necessary 
to lafeguard against 
the develop- 


ment of a political machine. 


While single headj of major de- 


partments responsible to the govern- 
or promise best results, still in de- 
partments having quasi-legislative 
and quasi-judicial 
powers a board 


may be necessary. In such cases, I 
would suggest that the chairman of 
the board be appointed by the gov- 
ernor for the same term as the gov- 
ernor and that he be the administra- 
tive head of the department. 


I am making no recommendation 


today for a complete 
program of 


consolidation of departments, but it 
is my desire with the cooperation of 
members of the legislature to work 
out a comprehensive 
consolidation 


plan to be presented later. 


However, I now recommend con- 


solidations of budgeting, purchasing, 
trust funds, highways and agricul- 
ture in such a way as will later fit 
into a completed program. 


BUDGET NEEDED 


The federal government, the best 


managed state 
governments 
and 


leading industries operate today on 
a. scientific budget, which creates di- 
rect authority and establishes defin- 
ite responsibility in the chief execu- 
tive. 


The organization 
known as the 


Board of Public Affairs was created 
in 1911 to study the finances of our 
state and to consider requests for ap- 
propriations to be 
recommended to 


the incoming legislature. 


The recommendations of the Board 


of Public Affairs, constituted as it is 
of part time members, whose terms 
expire before the legislature con- 
siders appropriations, "carry", In the 
judgment of the 1927 Interim Com- 
mittee on Taxation, "but little weight 
with the legislature." The 
present 


Board of Public Affairs met for or- 
ganization in March, 
1927, and did 


not meet again until late in Novem- 
ber, 1928. 


The governor has little influence 


over appropriations except the pow- 
er to veto them. Under the present 
plan he cannot justifiably he held 
responsible. 


If our accounts were on an ac- 


crual basis with funds to be ea- 
cumbered when appropriations are 
made, as a gov rnor recommended 
sixteen years ago, they would show 
that in recent years appropriations 
have been in excess of income and 
that there Is a constantly growing 
deficit. 


It must be obvious that the 


appropriations, which amount to 
tens of millions of dollars an- 
nually, involve a vast amount of 
detail and 
demand continuous 


study, daily watchfulness and 
control by a full tune Budget 
Director responsible to the Gov- 
ernor. Requests for appropria- 
tions should be presented to the 
legislature in a budget which is 
recommended by the 
State's 


chief executive. 
After appropriations 
have been 


made ft should be the duty of the 
Director of the Budget to examine 
and pass upon the 
reasonableness 


of contemplated expenditures of all 
departments, In order to keep them 
within appropriations. The purpose 
of this is to Introduce Into govern- 
ment budget procedure the success- 
ful business policy of "beating bud- 
gets." 


I recommend that the practice of 


carryinu contingent funds in the va- 
rious operating accounts and the 
practice of appropriating 
a "Sum 


Sufficient", be discontinued. So far 
as Is practicable, I recommend that 
all revenues go into one 
general 


fund and that one general contingent 
fund be created and properly safe- 
guarded. 
„ I further recommend that the 
Budget Director prepare for pub- 
lication by the Governor at the 
close of each fiscal year a simple, 
clear 'and concise statement of 
the state's affairs, so that the 
people win understand the state's 
financial condition. 
It Is my belief that the reorgani- 


zation of the budget procedure is one 
of the most Important and urgent 
needs of the state today. 


CENTRAL PURCHASING 


Purchases are now made by the 


Superintendent of- Public Property, 
the highway department, University, 
Normal Schools, Board of Control, 
and other departments. While, no 
doubt, much of this purchasing Is 
done efficiently, it appears practic- 
able to have the purchasing for all 
the various state units under the di- 
rection of one head to be known as 
the Director of Purchases and Stores, 
with headquarters at Madison. He

It is my opinion that In the mat-

second, the reorganization of the 
Highway Commission. 


There is little doubt that a far- 


reaching and comprehensive high- 
way program is essential to our fut- 
ure well-being. A careful analysis 
of the situation will reveal the nec- 
essity for many miles of surfaced 
road which will be available 
for 


trar*port under all-weather condi- 
tions and whose maintenance cost 
will not be excessive. 


Out of the more than 80,000

It must produce sufficient 
revenue for the government; it must 
lessen, so (ar as is possible, the 
burden of taxation on those least 
able to bear It; It must also remove 
those influences which might retard 
the continued, steady development of 
business and industry on which, in 
the last analysis, so much of

fective administration.

favor the centralization of this 
task in the hands of an experi- 
enced guardian of trust funds, 
who shonloLcooperate with the 
state treasurer and whose recom- 
mendations should be subject to 
the approval of a small group of 
the ablest citizens of the state, 
experienced in the investment 
of large sums of money.

HELP FOR FARMER 


Agriculture Is man's basic Indus- 


try and it Is essential to the well- 
being of the state and nation that 
the farmer prosper. 


The farmer Is a 
manufacturer 


who, with the help of nature, pro- 
duces a food product. He should be 
protected with an adequate tariff to 
prevent the flooding of this country 


its citizens and to the federal govern- 
ment which has already contributed 
almost 20 million 
dollars for such a 
system. 


There can be only one econom- 


ical solution to this problem: The 
construction of surfaced high- 
ways whose wearing qualities 
will be adequate, and whose cost 
of construction and maintenance 
will be no greater than the de-

In order, how- 
ever, to Increase our taxable re- 
sources, Industry should 
have an 


equal jpportunity to compete with 
industries In neighboring states.

There are 
now over 200 agencies in Wisconsin 
with authority to issue certificates. 
Obviously this situation can be im- 
proved through centralization.

It is highly important that in de- 


veloping the educational facilities of 
the state every step taken should be 
consistent with a well considered pol- 
icy which in turn is based on long 
study and familiarity with conditions 
in this and other states. 


The-State of Wisconsin is fortu- 


nate in centering its College of Liber- 
al Arts and Its technical and profes- 
sional schools in one university. In 
common with other similar institu- 
tions, its enrollment is steadily in- 
creasing, bringing with it demands 
for Increased expenditures for addi- 
tional facilities. 


Wisconsin, however, does not have 


the per capita wealth nor the popu- 
lation of some 
neighboring states 


and its per capita income is below 
the average of the 
entire United 


States. This does 
not mean that we 


can not maintain a university com- 
parable In merit to those of adjoin- 
ing states. It does mean that it must 
not necessarily be all embracing in 
its activities. 
Human knowledge is 


constantly 
expanding:. \ Obviously 


none of the 
Universities 
of tbe 


country can now attempt to encom- 
pass the entire field. 


The changing purchasing power of 


the dollar has required an increase 
of salaries 
and other expenditures 


agencies should contribute their best

approval and support of organiza- 
tions interested from a civic stand-

ed with the state treasurer, their In- 
vestment la entrusted to a number

He/ should receive to an Increas-

INDUSTRY 


Wisconsin has prospered because 


of its diversified agriculture, but its 
development and prosperity also de- 
pend largely upon industrial activ- 
ities.

The total volume of business done 


by Wisconsin industries excluding 
dairy products amounts annually to 
the sum of more than one billion 
dollars and the employees in all 
Wisconsin factories number almost 
250,000. 


There is a feeling throughout the 


nation that Wisconsin is not friend- 
ly to industry. This is reflected in 
the fact that no new Industry of 
large size has come to the state in 
many years. 


To accomplish our further devel- 


opment we need more industrial ac- 
tivity, for manufacture brings into 
the community daily, weekly and 
monthly Immense sums from 
the 


entire world. This income is dis- 


point. The spirit of this act should 
govern its administration. 


Wisconsin should continue to pro- 
gress In the propagation and pre- 
servation of wild game and fish, not 
only for the benefit of the sports- 
man, but for the pleasure and satis- 
faction of all the-peopte of the state. 


As a means of providing more ade- 


quate funds for conservation purpos- 
es, and also as an aid toward enforc- 
ing the law regarding non-resident 
fishing licenses, many conservation- 
ists and sportsmen favor requiring 
a resident fishing license. 


Land is our greatest natural re- 


source. It is the belief of students 
of the subject that much of the land 
in Wisconsin is not being put to the 
use for which it is best adapted. A 
study of land utilization has been 
undertaken with the cooperation of 
the Department of Agriculture, the 
University, ana the Geological and 
Natural History Survey. 


But meanwhile, we 
know that 


there is much cut-over and burned- 
over in northern Wisconsin which 
will not and should not be used for 
agriculture in the early future, if 
ever, and which is unproductive 
and largely tax delinquent. Much of 
this land should grow at least one 
more crop of timber. It should yield 
us wood, harbor game and provide 
recreation, regulate 
stream flow, 


and cease to be a secret waste. 


Some progress is being made

ventive measures In order to protect 
the sound social body against an In-
